"Why Show A Graphic Video?" Part 1 

"A lie can not live forever". So said Rev. Dr. Martin Luther King. The lie that the pre -born is not a baby is being exposed. 
One of the tools we believe the Lord is using is the video Harder Truth . Produced by the Center for Bio -Ethical Reform 
(CBR), the Harder Truth has been an invaluable tool in Gateway's ministry to abortion-vulnerable women. I cannot tell you 
how many abortion- minded women have changed their minds immediately after viewing this seven minute graphic video. 
CBR's founder and President, Gregg Cunningham, has stated: "Visual depictions of abortion are indispensable to the 
restoration of that meaning because abortion represents an evil so inexpressible 
that words fail us when we attempt to describe its horror. Abortion will continue to be 
trivialized as 'the lesser of two evils,' or perhaps even 'a necessary evil,' as long as it is 
allowed to remain an invisible abstraction."

I feel awful, and right now I am at a 
Christian school, and I don't feel I can tell anyone 
because I know God isn't happy, and neither am I. I'm 
just freaking out. I had always sworn my virginity, and in 
one night of getting too carried away, I forgot about 
everything I had saved for. I feel even worse that If I 
don't marry him, my husband will have someone who's 
been with someone else. I am just really frustrated. I was 
a great witness to my friends because I was a virgin, and I 
spoke always of the importance of waiting... but I didn't. 
I'm not as strong as I thought I was."

Joan talked with them and prayed silently 
for the whole situation. To Joan's utter amazement, 
the older woman suddenly looked at the baby models 
and showed Shannon what her baby looked like at 12 
weeks. Then she said to her, "I am sorry. This is a 
child." It is awesome to see the Lord working in the 
hearts of these women. With tears Shannon admitted 
she really didn't want an abortion. She believes this 
is a sign from God and cannot go through with it. 
Since she lives on Staten Island, Joan gave her a 
reference to a Crisis Pregnancy Clinic on Staten 
Island for follow-up. Shannon said that she had 
contacted them but decided to abort instead. Joan 
arranged for her to see a local doctor. She decided to 
keep her baby. Praise God for another baby saved! 


Gigi, age 20, saw the Harder 
Truth video. She was very 
surprised. We asked her if she's 
going to heaven. She said, "No," 
because of her sin. We shared 
Christ's forgiveness with Gigi 
and she committed her life to the 
Lord!
